On Wednesday week as four fatoxen which 
had been sold by F. Provost of Moree Hill 
plain to M. McCauley, were being driven out 
of the fleld one of them, after a short spasm 
of pain, dropped dead. Mr. Provost believes 
the animal to have been poisoned. Itis a 
inatter of general belief that grass growing 
from the place where a poisoned animal or 
bait has decompored is poisoned also, and as 
Mr. Provost knows ef poison having been set 
last winter by parties near his place, he 
believes the death of his ox to have been 
caused in this way. The belief that grase 
will become poisoned in this way is universal 
among the Indians, who certainly should un- 
derstand the facts, and is aleo general among 
white people who have had an opp: rtunity 
of becoming informed on the subject. This 
summer at Egg lake, south of Victoria, Ad. 
McPherson lost four oxen and nearly lost as 
uany more, ina locality where poison had 
been set the previous winter, Last summer 
A. Cameron of the Bturgeon lost several 
horses from, as he believes, the saine cause. 
This is a matter that should be investixated 
thoroughly by the proper authorities. The 
poison used is strychnine, and possibly some 
other poison would be equally effective in 
killing wolves which would pot affect the 
grass, If the supposition is correct that grace 
will become possess from etrychnine,inatead 
of its use being permitted it should be al- 
together prohibited except within the user's 
own enclosure, where he would have to take 
all the risks. Poisoning that is done for the 
protection of sinall stock could be done in 
thia way. Asameane of catching fur for

THE report that Hon. Wilfred Laurier, 
leader of the liberal party, had endorsed com. 
mercial union turns out to be untrue. The 


full report of the speech in which he was 
said to have declared in its favor shows that 
he preferred commercial union with Britain. 
At the same time he did not declare himself 
definitely or strongly against commercial 
union with the States. This makes clear, 
first, that the reports of commercial union 
phon pa the country are not to be 
relied on and, second, that Mr. Laurier is 
waiting to see which way the cat is likely to 
jump before committing himself. That he 
prefers the part of the opportunist to that of 
the patriot. Were he to threw his brilliant 
abilities into the scale against the movement 
that taking his own words, he does not at 
present believe in, it would certainly have a 
great effect in deciding the question in favor 
of the view he at present takes, To withold 
his hand at such a time shows that he is 
rather desirous of following the tactics of 


his present opponent than of his great prede- 
cessor. 


How completely the liberal party of Can- 
ada has fallen from the position it once oc- 
cupied is seen in its acceptance of Duncan 
McIntyre of the C. P. R. as a candidate in its 
interest. Mr. Mcintyre, as well as the other 
members of the syndicate, were formerly 
liberals, but united with the conservatives in 
consideration of the plunder allowed them 
by the C. P. R. contract. If Mr. Mclntyre’s 
connection had ceased or that contract had 
become a dead issue it is conceivable that he 
might return to his former allegiance on 
terms not necessarily dishonorable to him- 
self or the party. But he is still connected 
closely with the C. P. R. and the terms of 
that contract were never as prominent or 
dangerous an issue in politics as they are to- 
day. It is not to be supposed that in accept- 
ing the liberal candidacy Mr. Mclutyre 
agreed to take a course that would in any 
wise endanger his C. P. R.interests. There 
can be no question that if elected he would 
have supported disallowance.

According to announcement a meeting was 
held in the public school house, Edmonton, 


on Tuesday evening last to discuss the loca- :

The chairman i opening the meeting said 
that although the authorities had repeated. 
1) intimated that Edmonton would be made 
)-adquarters tor the police of the district it 
was now apparently intended that the neces- 
sary barracks be not lecated here. It was to 
enter a protest against this proposed breach 
of futh@that the meeting was called. He 
was ulad to see every one taking an interest 
inthe matter from the lawyers up. He 
would not make a long speech, but was 
hearty in sympathy with the object of the 
meeting. 

1). Ross moved the first resolution without 
comment, as follows ; 

* Whereas, since 1874 when the first public 
mecting of the people of Edmonton was call- 
ed, for the purpose of protesting against the 
erection of mounted police barracks at Ft. 
Saskatchewan as not being a central or 
advantageous point, until the — present 
time; it becomes more apparant that in the 
true interest of the country; in the real 
effectiveness of the police; and in economy 
in their maintainance; that Edmonton and 
not Ft, Saskatchewan is the most suitable 
and central point at which to erect: perman- 
ent barracks. And whereas we attribute the 
ignoring of Edmonten asa site for the bar- 
racks to the authorities at Ottawa being mis- 
informed by those having private interests 
elsewhere ; therefore be it Resoived that it is 
the duty of this meeting to lay before the 
ininister in charge a statement of the advan- 
tages of Edmonton over other places in this 
district for the head-quarters of ourdivision.” 

C. I. Shaw seconded: When he had been 
asked to second the resolution he expected 
that Mr. Ross, who from long residence was 
intimately acquainted with the subject, 
would have given an array of facts to the 
iieeting that would have relieved him, the 
speaker, who by reason of his shorter resi- 
dence was less thoroughly informed, of the 
necessity of saying a great deal. Being a 
new Comer and without heavy land invest- 
ments in the place it might be said that his 
interest was slight. But he had cast his lot 

here and his future was dependant on that 
of Edmonton, therefore he was deeply inter- 
ested. The only reason he had ever heard 
for the police barracks being located at Ft. Sas- 
katchewan was that the oflicer thenin charge 
had not been asked to dinner at Edmonton. 
As no good reason had ever been given for 
their being retained there the government 
which retained them could not ve properly 
informed of the circumstances. They of 
course had to follow the information given 
by their officials, — It was proposed that the 
necting show a mistake had been made in 
locating the baracks at Ft. Saskatchewan, 
and that a greater mistake would be made if 
the error was perpetuated. It could not 
have been in the public interest that they 
were located where they are, twenty miles 
from the centre of settlement and_ still 
further from the Indian reserves. The busi- 
hess of the police was to protect the settlers 
and coutrol the Indians, which they coula 
not do satisfactorily unless they were in 
reasonable proximity. The only excuse for 
retaining the barracks where they are is the 
loss to acerue from abandoning the buildings 
already in existence at Ft. Saskatchewan, 
These buildings had to give place to new 
ones at no distant date, and in any case the

“Whereas at a public meeting of the resi- 
dents of Edmonton and vicinity held on the 
17th day of March, 1886, certain resolutions 
Were passed protesting against the removal 
of the N.W. M. Potice to Ft. Saskatchewan, 
and urging upon the government the ex. 
pediency of erecting permanent barracks at 
Kdmonton., And pursuant toa resolution 
passed at such meeting a petition, numer- 
ously and influentially signed, setting forth 
particularly the necessity and desirability of 
the retention of the divisional head quariers 
bere was duly forwarded to the honorable 
the minister of the iuterior, and by him re- 
ferred to the comptrotler of the N. W. M. P. 
And whereas the said comptroller by a letter 
dated 28th April, 1886, stated; ‘Pam now 
instructed to say that the commissioner of 
the mounted police has been requested to 
take the earliest opportunity of visiting the 
Edmonton district with a view to reporting 
fully upon the subject of the location of the 
police barracks. — 1 beg further to state that 
the commissioner telegraphed recently that 
he had found it necessary to withdraw the 
police from Edmonton temporarily to Ft. 
Saskatchewan on account of the unhealthy 
condition of the buildings which they occu 
pied, but that he intended to bring a portion 
of them back as soon as the weather would 
And 
Whereas the said commissioner visited Ed- 
monton and examined a number of sites for 
the proposed barracks and informed certain 
citizens present at this meeting that such 
barracks would be erected here, And 
whereas no steps have been taken to that 
end, but, on the contrary, the police have 
been taken, and the police buildings torn 
down and removed, to Ft. Saskatchewan and 
publie money is being expended in repairing 
and extending the buildings there. Be it 
therefore resolved that the foregoing tacts 
be brought to the notice of the honorabl 
the minister of the interior, the comptrollei 
of the N. W. M. P., and the commissioner N.

The petition alluded to in the resolution as

Saskatchewan were avowedly located there 
and are notoriously kept there in order to 
build up a settlenient there te the injury of 
the settlers at Edmonton and its” vicinity, 
Kesolved that this meeting protests respect: 
fully, yet most earnestly, against the entirely 
exceptional and invidious treatment meted 
out to Edmonton by the police authorities in 
avoiding and neglecting to build barracks 
here and establish permanent head quarters 
of the division of police required to maintain 
law and orderin this district, and would 
press upon the attention of the government 
the gross injustice which is done to KEdmon 
ton by the cruel and callous neglect of its 
interests year after year in spite of the fre- 
quent remoustrances and representations 
made by its citizens and the repeated prom- 
ises made by officials that justice would be 
done to Edmonton in the premises,” 

C,H. Connon seconded. He apologized 
for getting up to express the opinions of the 
pioneers, but it was the duty of new comers 
like himself to hold up the hands of those 
who had made the place what it isin their 
efforts to still further its interests, Was not 
Edmonton as important a centre of popula- 
tion as Battleford, or Prince Albert, or Cal- 
gary, ov MacLeod, or Medicine Hat, or Maple 
Creek, and were not the interests of Kdmon 
ton as unportant to its people as the interests 
of those places tu their people. When ourinter 
ests were affected it was not by keeping quiet 
that we could protect them, The peopie were 
sick of the dalliance of the government. He 
acknowledged allegiance to the great con- 
servative party, which had done so much for 
the North-West; but in this case our rights 
had been overlooked, and the people were 
only doing their duty in calling attention to 
the fact. Wherever duty calla, the police 
should be there. If thei duty is to be done 
at Ft, Saskatchewan keep them there ; but if 
at Edmonton then Jet them be brought here 
Of course the resultant expenditure of some 
$3,000 a wwonth here was not @ inatter of first 
importance, butit was worth considering, 
On the whole of God's footstool there was 
nota more lovely spet or one having @ wore 
promising future than Edmonton, But that 
future could only be attained by not neglect 
ing present opportunities, No stone should 
be left unturned to advance tha interests of 
the place, We should not on any cousidera 
tion allow Edmonton to be placed in an in 
ferior position, The upset of the resolution 
was to press on the poverntuent that we are 
not beggars. We have not been compelled 
to ask jor seed grain and assistance generally 
as our friends in less favored localities have 
We asked only rights, We demanded only 
justice, which he telt sure the government 
would not retuse if aware of the fucts. 

The chairman said that Edmonton was be 
ing entirely ignored by the federal govern 
ment, Calgary had lately received $50,000 
for bridges and a court house, Lattleford a 
large grant fora bridge, Prince Alberta 
court house and barracks, Regina was 
having mercies showered upon it continual 
ly, While nothing nad been done at Edmon 
ton by the federal governtwent at all,  Keso 
lution carried.

CHURCH @F ENGLAND. 

The Free Prees of a late ieeue has a} 
amount ef information concerning the mie- 
sion work of the church of England in the 
Nerth-West. 

The country extending from English or 
Churchill river north te the Arctic, inoludin 
the Yukon in British territory, was form 
into the dionese of Athabasca in 1873, and 
Rev. W. C. Bompas consecrated bishop. The 
staff of clergymen then comprised the bishop 
with Rev, R. McDonald, Ft. Yukon and Kev. 
W. D. Reeves, Ft. Simpson. In 1884 the 
diocese was divided and the part north of 
the 60th parallel was named the diocese of 
Mackenzie river, remaining under Bishop 
Bempas, and Rev. R. py ny | was consecrated 
bishop of Athabasca. It ie intended tofound 
adiocesian school and farm of inetruction 
en the Laird river this year in the Mackenzie 
diocese, of which Edward Black whe went 
out this season will be in charge. The 
following ave the ordained clergymen of the 
diocese: Ven. Archdeacon Macdonald, Peel 
river ; T. H. Canbam, Ft. McPherson; Rev. 
C. G. Wallis, Rainpart house, Rev. D. N. 
Kirkby, Ft. Norman; Rev. W. G. Gaston, Ft. 
Rae; Rev. W. Spendlove, Ft. Simpson ; Rev. 
1, Ellington, the Yukon. 

In the Athabasca diocese Bishop Young 
has five ordained clergymen, one of whom, 
however, Rev. J, G. Brick, is now in eastern 
Canada raising money fora school and mill 
for the Upper Peace river, uvar Dunvegan. 
Ven. Archdeacon Reeves is stationed at 
Chipewyan, Rev. Mr. Scott at Vermillion, 
Rev. D. C. Garrioch, Dunvegan, and Rev. G. 
Holmes, Lesser Slave lake. There is a train- 
ing echool and farm at Vermillion in charge 
of BE. J. Lawrence, where there is also a 
small steam flouring mill. 

The diocese of Saskatchewan was formed 
in 1873 and included what is now Assinibeia, 
Saskatchcwan and Alberta. At present 
it includes only the two latter. There 
are twenty-one clergymen in this dio- 
cese, thirteen in Saskatchewan and eight 
in Alberta, with a prospect of the number be- 
ing increased shortly. There are also five 
lay assistante. Kmimanuel college, Prince 
Albert is included in this diocese. 

The diocese vf Qu’Appelle includes the 
provisional district ef Assiniboia and was 
separated from Saskatchewan in 1888, and 
John Aldebert Robert Anson, brother of the 
present earl of Lichfield, was consecrated 


ishop im June 1884, at the same time av the 
late Bishop Hannington, murdered in Central 
Africa. u’Appolle station is the cathedral 


town, and the seat of St. John’s college. 
There are about twenty churches in the 
diocese. 

The diocese of Moosonee encircles Hud- 
sen’s bay and extends from 300 to 600 miles in- 
land.

It now extends about 
400 miles nerth from the U. 8S. boundary and 
from the western boundary of Manitoba to 
within 60 miles of lake Superior. The total 
pepulation is 125,000. The church members 
are 22,000. There are 61 cleryy besides cate- 
chists. There are 40 churches and 55 ether 
mission places. The educational institutions 
include St. John’s college, grammar sohool 
and ladies’ college.
